SiCATTLE, Wash., Oct. 20.— The steam- 
er Bertha has arrived here from St. 
Michael's. Alaska, which place she left 
Oct. 8. The Bertha teiaigs no later 
aewB than waa broaght down by the 
Danube, wliioh left St. Michael's one 
day before the Bertha. Fourteen pas- 
sengers came down on tho Bertha. 
Tliere was about $:iO,OfK) in gold, most 
of it being in the poesession of Arthur 
M. Pope and Harry Wright. 

The Bertha brought no late news 
from Dawson, her passengers coming 
from Miinonk and Oircle City. The 
steamer Cleveland was to leave St. 
Michael's two or three dajs after the 
Bertha left, and tha Foffbad WM to 
have soiled Oct. 16. 

Isaac Dietrich, a mine owner and ex- 
pert of San Francisco, was a passenger 
on the Bertha. He said * "I hare made 
a hastv trip of observation of some of 
the gold sections of Alaska. I thought 
so favorably of the outlook that I got 
right into the harness and have four 
men at worlc Although gold mining 
in Alaska is in its extrama inftuioy, yet 
I predict a great rush to certain pvts of 
Alaska as there ia now at Dawsob. X 
do not think there will be such great 
strikes as there were at Dawson, but 
there will be occasionally something 
like $30 to $50 a day to the man. Mv 
friend, Oaptian Stanley, haa enough 
ground in Bonanza creek to warrant 
the statement that he htaaa goodaa 
18.000,000 in bank. 

"Such big strikes as his are aa hard 
to find aa the big nngpets. Alaakahas 
80 much gold-bearing placer ground 
that there will be oooaaionsl finds of 
more or less larger amoanti oaoaed by 
coooentratioa. The f atrmatLons of tho 
the gold-bearing districts we just about 
like the Klondike, and tha conditions 
are the same. The extant of the gold- 
|)earing country is about 900 miles long, 
and nearly 800 milea wide. It seems to 
ba the extension of the Rooky mountain 
belt. The oonditifms are so unfavorable 
that it will require many years to pros- 
pect this great country. At present tho 
richest ground can only be worked, but 
as experiments are made the less- paying 
ground will be worked with profit. I 
am of the firm opinion that the rich 
placer fields of Alaska will also lead to 
the discovery of quartz veins carrying 
a far greater amount of gold than we 
hear about in California." 

DEMISE OF A WEALTH Y MERCHANT. 
His Widow and Another Man Charged 
With PoUonliiK \1tm, 

Irvine, Ky., Oct. 90.— John Sams, 
Aged 68, and a well known farmer aud 
citiaen of Estill county, died suddenly 
Monday at his home. He was one of 

the best known men in his neighbor- 
hood, and alwayr sttxxl high. He liad 
for a long time conducted a country 
store with success and owned a fine 
farm. 

Mr. Sams bad bMn ill in recent 
months, his bad iMaltii continuing for 
some time, bat ha had recovered from 
that illness, it was thought Though 
he waa f eeUe, it waa thought he was so 
much improved as to ba oot of danger. 

Following the death, which was so 
generally mourned, came a sensational 
development in tha case which was as 
unlocked for aa tha death and mnch 
mora startling. 

The surprising incident was the ar- 
rest of Zeke King and Mrs. Sams, the 
dead man's wife, on the astounding 
charge of having caused Sams' death by 
poisoning. They were brought here 
and lodged in jaU. Both assert their 
innocence. 

There is an indisposition to baUeve 
the charge against Sfrs. Sams and Mr. 
King. The examining trial ha& been 
set for next Wednesday, when both 
sides will be represented by the best 
known lawyers at the local bar. The 
news of the arrest has caused the great- 
est surprise, as it has become known 
King is one of the best known men in 
the county, and Mrs. Sams' father is 
wealthy.

AWAITING A VERDICT 

Luetgert's Fate Still In th« 
Hands of the Jury. 



THET WILL LIKELY DI8AGREK 



Nine Stand For Conviction and Three For 
Aoqalttal -Tha I>rlaaaar Caafldaat That 
Ha Will Mot Ba Coavlatad— Bribes Of- 
ferad tha Foraiaaa of tha Jnry Throufh 
Two l.attara— A Nifht of Sniipeoae. 

Chicago, Oot. 20.— Another night of 
suspense was passed by the defendant 
in the Luetgert case. At !) o'clo<;k la-it 
night the jury had gone to bed <in cots 
wliicli were placed in the cnurtrdorn. 
and it was announced by Judge Tuthill 
that, even though by one chance in a 
million, the jurors should wake up and 
agree upon a rerdlot, there would be no 
announcement, and the courtroom 
would under no circumstances be 
< i>en< d until tha tegular hoora of eon* 

veuing. 

A few minutes before 8 o'clock. 
Judge Tuthill appeared at the criminal 
court building and being admitted 

alone by the bailiffs at the entrance, he 
passed (luickly upstairs, giving positive 
orders that nobody nhonld be admitted 
to the building under any circum- 
stances. Within a few minutes after 
he had issued these instructions Attor- 
ney Phalen, the jnnkr counsel for the 
defense, put in an appearance and de- 
manded admission. He was promptly 
refu.'ied and it took all liis powers of 
persua.sion aud argument to get past 
the guard at tho door. 

.ludge Tuthill went directly to the 
ninrtroom, where he was told by the 
baililfH in charge of the jury several of 
the jurymen were almost exhausted by 
the ordeal to which they had been sub- 
jecteil during the last 1^0 hours, and 
that if tlit y were not allowed some rest 
it would certainly result in some of them 
bei oiiiing ill. The jury also sent word 
that there w.is no immediate prospect 
of an agreement, and under the circum- 
stances the judge gave orders that they 
be permitted to drop the case and go to 
sleep. The cots were quickly dragged 
iuto the courtroom, and within a few 
minutes every juror was stretched out 
at full length and all consideration of 
the cose was off until they should waka 
in the morning. 

There were rumors of all kinds afloat 
during tlie evening, all of them being 
to the effect that oie friends of Luet- 
K'Tt on the jury were weakening. It 
\s as known during the day that the 
vote stood eight to four, and last night 
the rumors were that it was 10 for tha 
death penalty and two for acquittal. A 
later story was that it stood 11 for 
hanging and one for acqnittaL Juror 
Harley is admitted to he the stout 
friend of Luetgerton theiniT and it 
is he who la leading tha flgnt for an ac- 
quittal. 

Just before retiring for the night the 
jury took another ballot, the vote atand- 

ing nine for conviction and three for 
ac(iuittal. The four Jurors who have 
been standing out for ac [uittal are 
Hehmiller, Bwber, Holabiid and Har- 
ley. The latter two are sttll for acquit- 
tal, but either Behmiller or Barber has 
come over to the state. 

There is much feeling against Harlev 
among the jurors who favor the death 
penal^. They say he will not argue 
the case in any way. but sticks solidly 
for Luetgert. 

Over in tho jail Luetgert was during 
the evening anxiously awaiting word 
from the juryroom. He trn d a.s usual 
to keep np an appearance of indiffer- 
ence, and, as usual, made a failure 
of it. 

"If they don't agree," he said, "I get 
bail and I will be out of this. I can 
give bail for a million 'f they want that 
much. My wife is 1 ving somewhere, 
but I admit she is ijuving a lot of fun 
with me at present. There is one tiling 
sure," the prisoner said with groat pos- 
itiveness, "there will be no conviction 
in this case. It will either bo an ac- 
quittal or a disagreement." 

Asked where he obtained his infor- 
mation, he smiled and said: "Oh, I 
know, von go 'long. I won't be con- 
victed though, you can Ix't on that." 

Two letters addressed to the foreman 
of the Luetgert jury have been received 
by Judge Tuthill. offering bribt s aggre- 
gating f I,fiOO for an ac(juittal or a disa 
greenient. All mail for the jurors has, 
since the opening of the |ttial, ba«n 
opent d by the judge.

Dr. Frank Killings was hastily sum- 
moned, but before he had arrived the 
multi-millionaire was dead. 

Mr. Pullman atit nded to business at 
his downtown olhco as usual Monday, 
and after eating a hearty dinner lie re- 
tired sliortly after t> o'clock. 

Ai)parently lie \va.s in perfect health. 
Dr. BilliugK said the sudden attack had 
doubtless been superinduced bjT the 
warm weatlicr of last week. 

Mrs. PuUinaii, wlio is in New York 
city, was at onco notified of her hns- 
b.and's death, as was also their daugh- 
ter, Mrs. Carolan, who lives in t>au 
Francisco. 

tJeori^e M. Pullman, Jr., and Mrs. 
Lowden, tlie youngest daughter, were 
with their father when he died. 

Fnrther than a slight indisposition, 
caused by extreme weather at various 
times, Mr. Pallmau had been perfectly 
well for several mouths past. Sickness 
has not kept him away from hia office 
a day in five years, and he never com- 
plained of heart trouble. On Saturdav, 
Oct. 9, he returned with liis family 
from his summer home in Elberon, K. 
J., and presided at the annual meeting 
of the company, Oct. 14. Even at that 
time the doctors spoke of Mr. Pullman's 
robust appearance, the vocation at El- 
beron seemingly having greatly bene- 
fited him. 

George Mortimer Pullman was born 
in Chautauqua county, N. Y., March 8, 
1S31. At 14 he began life as a clerk in 
a country store. Later associating him- 
self with an older brother in the cabinet 
making bu8ine.ss at Albion. He came 
to Chicago in 1K59, and at first engaged 
in the business of raising building, ele- 
vating entire blocks a number of feet to 
bring them up to new street srades. 
While riding in an old-fashioned sleep- 
ing car from Buffalo to Westwood, N. 
Y., it ooonrred to him there was a field 
for building oomfortable slesping 
ooaohes. 

From 1869 to 1888 he made a series of 
experiments on the Chicago and Alton 
and Galena roads. From these experi- 
ments he worked out detailed plans. A 
work shop was rented, skilled mechan- 
ics empioysd and Mr. Pullman threw 
bimseu into the task with the ardor of 
nana who movea from s ettt edcdn- 
TioHoM. AMiODi^ withont meehaa- 
ioal training himsw, he personally di> 
reotedthe work of others in all the 
minor details of pattiiug theideaa he 
had ocigined into material f onn. The 
first car, the "Pioaasr," was completed 
early in 1866 and immediately tobk 
rank as the nuMt perfect railway vehicle 
the world had ever seen. This waa tha 
beginning of the Pullman system, 
whioh has grown to the present enor- 
mous proportion. 

George M. Pullman oame to Chicago 
in 1859. He at once took a prominent 
place in business circles. In 1880, ow- 
ing to the growing demands of his man- 
nfactiu*iug interests, he put into execu- 
tion a pet theory for the establishment 
of a "model town," as a home for his 
carworks and the thousands of em- 
ployes. A site was selected on the 
shores of Lake Calumet, 13 miles south 
of Chicago. Mr. Pnllnum devoted his 
personal attention to the erection of the 
little city, and snoceeded even beyond 
his own expectations in making it a 
model town. Pnllnmn now has a pop- 
ulation of 1 1,000. 

Mr. Pullman's wealth is variously es- 
timatt'cl at from *1-',0!M),000 to ♦SO.OOO,- 
(«K). His fiiiuncial iiitei ests were OOU- 
fined to a few corporations, the bnlk Of 
the holding's i)eiug stoclc in the Pull- 
man Palace Car company, of which 
he owned about one-fifth. Some sKJck 
was also lield in Diamond Match and 
Now York Kiscuit. Those securities 
were somewhat affected by the news of 
Mr. Pallman's death, but the declines 
were quickly recovered. 

Mr. I'ullman was married in 1867 to 
Miss Hattio Sanger of Cliii aKo Four 
children are living — George, Sanger, 
Harriet and Florouoo.

The TerapertBg of gprlngs. 

It ia a nice job to temper a tteel 
nring properly. Like many other 
tnlnipi^ the preparatory work shonld be 
well done, or the tempering proper will 
never be a Hucoest. The forgo work 
should be done with a rather low tem- 
perature and gentle taps. Smiths are 
beginning (0 anderetand (hat very 
many hi(8 of forging have the life 
pooadcd 0D( of them by heavy and con- 
tinaOQg beating. Light taps smooth the 
surface and create what ia equivalent 
to a cuticle over the metal. This should 
be carefully preserved. Light hammer- 
ing conaolida(e8 the partiolea of steel 
and tonghens the foitlag> U Is said 
that continnona, steady and light blowa 
with a hammer will magnctiae ttc«l. 
It seems to pat life into it. If it is nec- 
essary to grind a spring, do it at the 
outset and before much of the hammer- 
ing is done. Do not put it on an emery 
wheeL It bMBka the oatlde and de- 
stroys the integrity of the metal. The 
hardening may be done by heating a 
large piece of iron to a red heat, then 
putting the spring on the iron until it 
ia heated through. 

Another way ia to hold the spring 
over a bright fire until it it sniBdently 
hot. It should be kept some distance 
from the fire, ao as not to heat too 
quickly. When it is of a light red and 
till of a color, plunge it into cool water. 
Do not use ice water, as is so often sug- 
gested. Be oarefnl in putting in the 
spring that tho sodden oooling of one 
side does not dmw it out of shape. If 
it is put in slowly, it ia warped by the 
sudden cooling of one portion. When 
fully tempered, polish the spring with 
emery cloth until it in thoroughly clean 
and bright * Saturate a piece of paper 
with oil, light it and alluw the smoke 
to collect on the apring until it is en- 
tirely coated with the black. Then heat 
it over the forge fire very slowly. Do 
not let one part burn off clean while 
the other is still black, but let it di^ 
appear all over the spring at the same 
time if possible. The perfeotioo of tem- 
per comes froi|p slow and careful han- 
dling and tlM, utmost deliberation in 
heating and hammering. —Mew York 
Ledg;er.
